ral papers, which ‘weré ordered to lie on the table. 
The bill ‘for better regutating the Eaft India Company’s af- 
fairs being then read, the Duke of Pordand moved that ft be’ 
read a fecond time on Monday next. Ft 
Lord Thurdow thought they ought to proceed ih the ordina- 
ry courfe, which was, firft to move that it fiould be’ printed, 
and then to appoint a day for its being read a fecond time, e- 
{pecially as it was a bill of fuch impurcance. 
Lord Carlife quoted feveral precedents ih defence.of the 
proceeding, but thofe not fatisfying Lord Thurlow, 
The Duke of Portland affared him, that he did not intend 
to keep their Lordfhips én ignorance with refpeé to the com> 
tents of the bill, for he had defigned, as foon as the day was 
fixed for the fecond reading, to move for its being printed. 

Lord couple faid, he thould feize this firft rtunity of 
entering his folemn psoteft againft fo infamous a tell; he, cea- 





ceived himfelf perfeétly parliamentary in giving it every epithet. 
it merited, i ody hx Pole, tab 


ftretch of power that was truly alarming } it infringed upon the 
moft ineftimable part of our conftitution—our chartered rights § 
but, notwithftanding it had been carried with fo high a hand in 
another place, he trufted their Lordthips would not give it their 
fanétion, without'being thoroughly convinced, that the plea 
which had been ufed, and which, indeed, was the only plea 
that could poflibly juttify it, abfolute neceflity, was juft; and, 
to be convinced of this, they ought to examine with attention 
every kind of evidence that could be procured, and not be fa- 
tsfied with that partial felection of papers then upon the table. 
He withed to know whether Miniflers, fhould a motion be 
made for other papers, would objet, of take the fenfe of the 
Houfe npon it: He was aware he was not perfedily in orders 
but as the noble Duke had fo long been extolled for catdour in 
his proceedings, he wifhed the whole inveftigation of the bill to 
- made as candid a’ poflible, and hoped for a reply to his que- 
ion. 

The Duke of Portland faid, be thought the papers then up- 
on the table fufficient to enable them to determine on the bill ; 
but fhonld others occur to him as neceffary, he would certainly 
introduce them, 

Lord Thurlow agreed with Lord Temple, that every pre 
caution ought to be taken, and every circumftance carefully ex- 
amined before a bill of fuch an alarming nature received ‘the 
fanétion of that Houfe. They ought to have the moft authentic 
grounds of the neceflity of it, and the mojt ftubborn facts to 
juftify them for fuch’a violation of the rights of Englithmen, 
that if hereafter called to account for their difpoffelling a whole ' - 
cumpany of their Charter, and invading thair property, they * 
may point to their records and fay, there is the evidence and 
reafon for our taking fo violent a meafure. Many of their Lords — 
thips did not, perhaps, fee the alarming tendency to which the ~ 
principles of this -bill went; he woold, + 

ome few of the evils, without giving any opinion at prefent ; 
and he was happy at the queftion put by. the noble Earl which 
gave him an opportunity to do fo. In the firft place, it was to 
deprive a body of men of their chartered rights, for which they 
had paid amazing fams, and to feize their proporty, and for 
what ?—Why, becaufe they were unable to keep their fervants 
in fabordination ; and had nearly ruined themfélves by their 
conduét ; it was highly neceflary, therefore, that their affairs 
fhould be vefted in the hands of peivice individuals, not by pers 
fons who were interefted in the welfare of their property, or ip- 
to whofe hanis they might choofe:to-put the direétion of their 
affairs, but by a Board of Commiffioners named and ¢hofen by 
the Minifter ; and he could not but remark how judicious the 
Minifter had beea in his choice, as the bill a€tually contained 
the names of nine of thofe very men, whofe condu& and inca- 
pacity, if affertions were to be believed, had rendered the bill 
neceffary. Much had been faid on a former dccafioo, of the 
influence of the Crown ; the Board of Trade had been abolith- 
ed, and contractors declared unworthy of a feat in Parliaments 
what was to be faid then againit this alarming meafere, which, 
put Minifters in poffeffion of ‘the whole patronage of India—a 
patronage equal, if not fupetior, to every gilt velted in the 
Crown? He faw no neceffiry for it; if he had, no man would 
have been more ready to have leffened it ; but the King’s Board 
of Trade was very alarming to part of the prefent Admini{ira- 
tion ; yet the man who had heen fo alarmed, had tio objection 
to grafp that influence as a Minifter; his Boatd of Trade, in- 
deed, was a very harmlefs meafure! It was a great fin befides 
to’ contract with Government, and for which any one who dared 
to be fo hardy was punifhed with expulfion from his feat, but 
no fuch punifhment was to be infli€ted on the Minifter’s Con- 
tractor s; that is, on the contractors for the fervice of the India 
Company ; for he looked on it, they would become fyrionimous 
terms, if this bill paffed ; and they were nearly double, he be- 
lieved, to the others, “The names of the firit Board ‘had been 
left out, as an inducement to Parliament, from the refpectabi- 
lity of thei. ‘characters, to fupport the bill's bat chat weighed 
bat very little wish him, as Kve out of the feven, he undere 
ftood, were torally unacquainted with the bufinets, and, there- 
fore, Fee pes to bis idea, not qualified for the office: He 
had a’ high refpect for the independent character of the nuble 
Earl at the head of them; but a charaéter as independent, and 
as much revered (the late Marquis of Rockinghany) had ‘often 
admitted that every man was glad to ftrengthen his parts 3 and 
patronage wouid do it, the noble Earl, or Mr Fox, the paion 
of the prefent bill, might {:engthen their’s to a very great dé 
gree: Names, therefore, coud not induce him to confent to {> 
flagrant a viulutionpof jultice : Indeed, there were fome war thy 
charaéte1s among thofe mentioned in the bill, whole hiftory he 
thould Jike to hear explained, particularly the hiftory of their 
voyages ; and as they were held up to the public, 
them objeats of public inveftigation, arid fhould give fume ac. 
connt of them in a future day. If, however, the India Com. 
pany were to be deprived of their rights—rights which every
